After some discussion, the Director stated that (1) he desired 
these cases "cleaned up" in about two weeks; (2) thereafter future cases 
would be cleared within two months or less; (j) in the event it was necessary 
to retain loyalty cases longer than the above-mentioned period, he desired to 
be notified of the reason therefor and, further, a letter would be sent to 
the Chairman, Civil Service Loyalty Committee, advising him (a) the reason 
for the delay and (b) the date the caseiwould be completed.
